1.  (i),  ’T.LTER.  The  Town's  supply  is  obtained  from  wolls  in  different 

parts  of  tho  district,  and  from  doop  seated  springs,  tappod  and 
dolivcrod  by  cast-iron  mains  to  tho  Town. 

Millands  Supply.  This  supply  was  used  constantly  from  .lUgust  13th  to 
August  28th.  The  3"  rising  main  was  laid  from  tho  Pump  houso  to  CapcT 
Sul  rcsorvoir.  Harl^iriAbumping  unit  v;ith  oil  drivon  motor  vjill  bo 
installed  in  1941.  This  will  aorvo  ao  a resorvG  to  tho  present 
electrically  driven"'pm:ip  now  installed. 

Capol  Sul  Well.  This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  30,000  gallons 
per  24  hours.  Tho  water  is  carried  in  mains  and  distributod  to  most 
of  tho  houses  in  tho  Tovm.  Tho  storage  is  30,000  gallons.  Tho 
chlorination  plant  was  installed  and  commoncod  to  troat  tho  water  supply 
in  February.  The  report  of  the  Public  Analyst  on  samples  submitted 
during  the  year  v;ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Maosgwonllic.n  Supply.  This  is  from  doop-soatod  springs  tappod  in  a 
disused  Silver  Hino  adit  lovol,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  about  25,000 
gallons  in  24  hours.  Thoro  is  storage  for  10,000  gallons 

Mynyddygarrog  Supply.  With  tho  aid  of  hydraulic  rams  this  gives  a 
minimum  flow  of  8,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  There  is  storage  for  3,000. 

The  scheme  for  tho  utilization  of  the 
existing  surface  water  drains  as  sewers  and  tho  la.ying  of  a now  12'*  sowor 
from  the  Junction  of  Bridge  Street  and  Station  Road  vdll  bo  proceeded 
with  during  1941.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  on  account  of  any  opidomic.

EVi.CU.iTION. 

The  Borough  has  been  designated  a Reception  nrea  under  the  Government's 
Evacuation  Scheme. 

On  the  23rd  June  1940,  161  pupils  with  21  teachers  and  helpers  arrived 
from  another  area  and  were  all  billeted  in  private  dwellinghouses . 

Since  this  date  5 Mothers  and  approximately  25  children  together  with 
lO  other  persons  have  also  been  accommodated  in  private  dwellinghouses 
within  the  Borough. 

The  Llanelly  R.D.C.  have  established  Sick  Bays  at  Felinfool,  Llanelly, 
whore  minor  cases  of  sickness  are  treated. 

In  the  event  of  serious  accidents  or  operations,  tho  patients  are  admitted 
into  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital,  tho  Glanamman  Hospital,  or  tho  Carmar- 
then Infirmary. 

Tho  number  of  children  treated  in  tho  Sick  Bays  has  boon  remarkably  small 
and  there  have  been  but  few  serious  cases  of  illness. 

All  the  arrangements  in  connection  with  tho  Health,  /olfaro  and  general 
comfort  of  tho  evacuees  have  proceeded  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.
